English ami Continental Eclioes. 



We concludo to-day our synopsis of 
lato European nows, that roaohod us 
by tho Active. Mr Disraeli ruudo a 
remarkably candid political speech at 
tho Merchant Taylors' entcrtainmont. 
Ho said ho had beon tauntod with 
having bitterly opposed last year a 
much more modcrato Reform measure 
than that which ho is currying now. 
Tho reason, ho e.iid, was obvious, and 
quito consistent with tho scrupulous 
conscientiousness of tho Tory party. 
The measure of last year would have 
dostroyed the Conservative) party, and 
would cot have Biiilieod for tho ro-. 
quiremcnts ol tho State. The moasnro 
ho proposes this year will not injure 
tho Consorvatis'o party, and will 
satisfy tho requirements of tho Stato. 
Mr H. Buillio made u groat speech on 
Thursday against the Otdimnco De- 
partment. According to him, the 
£3,000,000 spent upon Armstrong 
gunH has all been thrown away, all 
Sir W. Arms trong'a guns bairig tor one 
reason or another bad. Thoy wero re- 
jected in Franoo, America and Spain, 
and only udopteu in England becauao 
Sir Borijarain Havrea had a corrupt 
understanding with the Blswiok Com- 
pany, having two nephewB in that 
firm, a statement moat unequivocally 
donicd by General Pool. It would 
appoar from tho subsequent dobato 
that tho War OHico behoves tho 
Armstrong gun, if not the best in ex- 
istence, to bo a very good one; that 
it is rather complicated, but that 
foreign nations are buying it by con- 
tracts with tho Elswick Company 
protty rapidly. The .Reform L3a<fuo 
has published a Hymn to Peace. It is 
in prose, and addressed to tho "peo- 
ples of Europo," calling on them to 
refuse to join in " the wicked game 
playod by Emperors and Kings with 
the iivos and wealth of tho people." 
The pooples are to put down war by 
moral force, with which Englishmen 
have just developed their liberties — 
and destroyed iiydo Park railings ; — 
and everybody is to sitig, "Glory 
to God in tho Highest, on earth 
poaco and good-will towards men." 
Every day makes tho fact moro cloar 
that tho " Executives ot tho Unions in 
the steel trade and briokmading trade 
either wink at or sanction all manner 
of outrages, not always excluding 
murder ; that tho managing commit-, 
tees shut thoir eyea lest thoy should 
see facts patent to everybody else, 
and that tho small oppressions, such 
aa rattoninjr, i.e., Btealing tools as a 
puimhmenl, aro universally prevalent. 
So comploto is tho terrorism, that one 
master, Christopher Rotherham, was 
threatened with death for refusing to 
drive his men into tho Union; and 
anothor, Mr Tys&ck, saw and tile 
maker, thought it wisest not to inform 
the police v.iion shot at with a ro. 
volver. Tho masters, ho pays, i» ihs 
trado were completely cowed." 
Noodles aro put in the clay used by 
non»unjonist brick makers, to tie 3 troy 
-4-ifoTr hands, and altogether Sheffield 
seoma to be a plaoe where tho Sixth 
Commandment i-j suependod for the 
benefit of operatives. Unions a sharp 
euro can bo applied, tho country will 
havo to go back to devices eight hun* 
dred years old, and held every Union 
responsible for its members, even if its 
complicity in an outrage is not dis- 
tinctly proved. An obligation to 
maintain the families of all operatives 
wounded, maimed or slain, under cir* 
cumstances BUggostive of trado apito, 
would rendor the Unions more cautious. 
Lord Hougblon has expressed the embar- 
rassment which a great ninny people, both 
Germans and English, feel at the view 
taken by the Government of the nullity 
of the goaranteo of neutrality given by us 
to Luxemburg, in case any great power 
refuses to fulfil its obligations under the 
recent treaty. Lord Houghton justly ob- 
served that if we were entirely uncom- 
mitted to defend that neutrality in eon- 
junction with any of tho great Powers 
who slill recognize their obligations, Lord 
Stanley's language expressing the anxiety 
and sense of responsibility under which 
ho gave that guarantee whs without 
meaning. The North German Gazette 
is, very naturally, as much porplcxed and 
as much dissatisfied as Lord Houghton. 
This semi-official paper remarks, that if 
tho guarantee is eflicient only against 
such powers as Liehtenstein, Greece, or 
Mexico, it would .scarcely have boon in- 
sisted upoa by Prussia, It says, not un- 
fairly, that the curious language of the 
Prime Minister and the Foroign Secretary 
seems intended to rcooncilo the English 
pcoplo to the breach of that principle of 
non-intervention which Lord Stanloy hud 
bo long advocated, but that it cannot be 
seriously intended to limit a treaty obliga- 
tion undertaken in the ordinary and 
obvious sense. There is real need for 
Lord Houghton's proposed inquiry. Tho 
anions Eludo case has advanced a step.

Editorial Correspondence 

London, June 20, 1807. 
After a sniooili, comfortable ami agreeable 
passage wo reached Liverpool on tha night 
of tho 3lst, and on the following evening I 
found myself in tho grent metropolis, moro 
impressed than ever with its stupendous 
size. 'Dear mo 1' exclaimed a Virginian

It seems from the report of debates in 
the Diocesan Synod of Toronto that, they 
havo ns enthusiastic Ritualists in Canada 
as they have in England. It is a remark- 
able phase, of lln' Christianity of the 
present day, that, while the world is con- 
fessedly 'lying in the wicked one,' a large 
portion of the time and attention of cccles- 
iasiieal assemblies and religious papers is 
taken up with the d's cession of mere ad- 
juncts or externals, such as vestments and 
instruments of music. 

Tiie Union of tho Provinces of Canada, 
Nova Scotia and Xew Brunswick, under 
Lho now Constitution, took effect on Men- 
dao, Wo heartily congratulate our read- 
ers on the event, and fervently pray thai 
all tho blessings anticipated from the 
measure, by its promoters, may be fully 
realized, So fur as the people of Upper 
Canada are concerned, the inauguration 
of tho new Constitution may well be 
heartily rejoiced over ns the brightest day 
in thoir calendar. The Constitution of

had s ifferod for a long scries of years. 
The unanimity nnd cordiality with which 
nil sections of the people of Canada accept 
tito new Constitution,. gives tho hnppiost 
omen of its successful operation. And, 
assuredly, if tho people of tho United 
Provinces aro true to themselves and ex- 
ercise a persistent and careful control 
over all public proceedings, thero is not a 
shadow of doubt as to success. Tho only 
danger that throutoua ua is, lest the same I 



men who havo to long misgoverned us, 
should continue to misgovern us, still, and 
the sumo reckless prodigality exhibited in 
past years should bo continued in the 
future ; but this wo do not feur. We 
firmly believe, that from this day, Canada 
enters on a new and happier career, and 
that a time of great prosperity arid ad- 
vancement is before us. — Toronto Globe.

The trial of John Dixon, lately n clerk- 
in the Oriental Bank; on a ehargo of 
stealing 141G hills of eschnnge, rcprei- 
oti t i 1 1 {g uhout £300,000, from the bnnk, 
was concluded at Melbourne on the 17ih 
of April, The stolen bills bad bj>en kept 
in a tin box, fastened by a Chubb lock, 
and the box itself was kept in a strong 
room protected by an iron haired door 
within another door, also carefully looked. 
Triplicate keys, according lo the evidence 
at tho trial, were kept hy several superior 
officers of the bank. It would mako a 
long story to show by what artifices the 
prisoner contrived to get access !o the 
box, but he did get about four minutes' 
access to it, nnd it is supposed that he 
during this short time succeeded in get- 
ting an impression of the leek, and so 
providing himself afterwards with a false 
key. A thousand pounds reward was 
offered by the manager for any information 
which would lead to the recovery of the 
bills ; and, as ho soon arrived at the con- 
clusion that they must have been abstract- 
by some ono in tho bank, lie, acting under 
legal advice, "caused it lo be understood 
among the clerks of the estab- 
lishment that provided these bills 
wore returned intact, and that there 
wero no forgeries to conceal, and 
provided that a confession were made, he 
would not take any Bleps against the per- 
son who had committed this act.' In 
consequence of this intimation the pris- 
oner avowed himself the taker of the bills, 
gavo information as to where they were 
hidden, and after many (lays of extreme 
anxiety to nil the innocent officers of Iho 
bunk the bills were thus recovered. A 
further rather important discovery was, 
however, very rood, afterwards made — 
viz. , that the prisoner bad previously to 
the abstraction of tho bills robbed the 
bank on different occasions to the extent 
of JS1S15, having falsified the books to 
prevent detection. Apprehending, how- 
ever, 'that at the end of the month ' (this 
is prisoner's statement to the manager) 
'these falsifications would be discovered, 
and that having to face them, he bad 
determined on getting the upper hand of 
tho manager, and had formed this idea 
of taking tho billn." Tho accountant 
in tho courso of his cvidonco deponed 
its follows: — " To tho best of my re« 
collection tho statement ho (prisoner) 
made was that he hud u key made to 
ttio box, and t at ho opened it, nnd 
abstracted tho billn, in tho absence ol 
iho messenger. He also stated that 
he took the bills outof the box in tho 
afternoon, and hid them, and that ho 
camo back in tho evening when I was 
a. work, and look them away, carry-, 
ing one parcol to a friend tit Richmond, 
and tho other to his own bou 10. 1 
heard tho prisonor state also that be 
had mndo irrogalar entries, and that 
on one occasion ho hud Btolou £(i(Ji) 
without any entry being made in liio 
books at all, thti total amount boing 
something like JE1800, ILe eaifl ho 
took ttio bills in order to protect him- 
self, or some expression like that." 
Groat cffortB were made to exclude tho 
prisoner's confessions, on tho ground 
of tho manager having said lie would 
not prosecute ; but tho Obiof Justice 
overruled tho objection, on tho ground 
that public justice cannot be ousted by 
any such private arrangements, In 
point of fact, tho mtkftugor kept his 
word and did not proBOCUto, but the 
Crown procoodod of its own motion.
